German Day Raiders’ — 
New Technique 
Dodging Spitfires At low Levels 


(By Cable) London 
_ A Daily Telegraph reporter 
writes:— 

Day raiders are trying a new 
techinique to dodge Spitfires, 
They slip over the coast in ones 
and twos ata low altitude, some- 
times almost skimming the roof- 
tops. Normally they fly as 
high as 37,000 feet. 

This afternoon I was standing 
ona cliff edge whena Messer- 
schmitt 109 passed immediately 
overhead at less than 200 feet, 
making towards the seaifrom this 
island and going flat out for 
home.
